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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to tine amendment filed 21 April 2008. Claims 5- 
8, 12 and 21-22 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5-8, 1 1 and 21-22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5-8, 12 and 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claim 12, from which claims 5-8 and 21-22 depend, recites the 
limitations "the control circuit outputs to the scan driver a second clock signal, the 
second clock signal synchronized with the first clock signal and providing a two clock 
period at every n signal creation, by way of not being created every n (n>2) signal 
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creation tliereof, "tlie control circuit outputs to the data driver blanl<ing data other than 
the display data in place of the display data during one clock signal period in the first 
half of the two clock signal period at every n signal creation" and "the scan driver, in 
accordance with the second clock signal, sequentially shifts pixel rows to be selected, 
and during one clock signal period in the first half of the two clock signal at every n 
signal creation", which render the claims indefinite. First of all it is unclear what is 
meant by "the second clock signal. ..providing a two clock period at every n signal 
creation, by way of not being created every n signal creation thereof. The examiner is 
unsure whether this means that these is a signal period in which two clocks are 
provided or whether this means that the second clock has two clock periods or whether 
there is a period where there is only two clock pulses. Further, the claim states "the 
control circuit outputs to the data driver blanking data. ..during one clock signal in the 
first half of the two clock signal period at every n signal creation", which is unclear as to 
its meaning. Since the examiner is unsure what is meant by "a two clock period" as 
states above, the examiner cannot possibly be sure what this meant by a first half of this 
period, and further when looking at the applicant's Figures 7 and 8, if it is meant that the 
second clock has two periods, one where there is a clock and one when there is not, it 
is shown clearly in the figures that the second clock period is not divided in half, but 
rather the first part is 4/5 and the second part is 1/5, which is not half. Further it is 
stated that the "blanking data" is supplied in the "first half of the "two clock period" 
every n signal creation, and the cock signal is not created every n signal creation, where 
it is unclear whether this n signal creation is meant to be the same n signal creations or

different n signal creations, and if it is the same n signal creations and it is meant that 
there are two periods in the second clock, then the same n signal creations cannot 
occur is the first and second periods. Also, the claim recites the limitation "the scan 
driver... sequentially shifts pixels rows to be selected... during one clock period in the 
first half of the two clock signal at every n signal creation", which Is unclear for similar 
reasons as stated above. Due to the magnitude of the indefiniteness of claim 12, the 
examiner cannot possibly understand what the applicant is intending to claims, and thus 
cannot understand the claims dependent therefrom.
